(Ires is at hand. A number of serious 
fires have already occurred in different 
sections of the state during the past 
few weeks and many more may be ex- 
pected during the next -few 
months 


unless every precaution is taken to 
prevent them. 


The state forester realizing that the. 


first essential at all times to success- 
ful forest management 
is 
protection 


from fire has 
studied 
the 
problem 


carefully with a view of obtaining in 
Massachusetts towns so far as possi- 
ble an up to date forest fire fighting 
equipment, that shall be at 
the 'dis- 


posal of a live organization which is 
ready to respond at a moment's notice 
to a forest fire alarm. 


Upon the recommendation of 
the 


state forester laws have been enacted 
that properly enforced will result in 
lessening the 
number of such fires 


materially. The act passed by the leg- 
islature of 1010 which allows the state 
forester to reimburse certain towns 60 
pel' cent of the cost of fire apparatus 
lias Induced a. number of towns to take 
advantage of its provisions and many 
applications for this aid are 
now on

will receive early attention.
